6. Air bowbing exercises were held at the close of the ground exercises, ? the planes 
coniing from the direction of Kecskemét. On such occasions a target reage detach- 
ment of an officer and 35 men were present to observe results. Russian planes — 
also conducted bombing exercises, the Russians furnishing their ow target range 
detachment, but with Hungarian observers accompanying them.
